THE TEI.EFHONI5 WAR. 


The late decision in the United 


States Supreme Court regarding the 
Bell patents has created joonsiderable 
speculation as to whether other com- 
panies will be permitted to contince 
their service. The Sunset Company at 
San Jose has issued a circular letter to 
subscribers of the People's Company 
notifying them that it has the exclusive 
right to use the American Bell Com- 
pany appliances, and that under the 
recent decision it owns the Berlinger 
patent, 
To make the matter seem 


more pointed the letter adds that "All 
infringers of this Berlinger patent will 
be legally prosecuted and held for 
damages," 


Qeo. 
C. Crothers, President of the 


People's Company of San Jose, has is. 
sued a reply stating 4n snbste jce that 
the Sunset Oompanyis running a bluff 
and endeavoring 'to intimidate the 
People's patrons and advises the sub- 
scribers to stand firm," also that any 
suit brought for infiingement'or using 
any patent provided by the People's 
Company 'will be defended by them. 


It is claimed that the new company is 


operating under the Milde patent, 
the assignee being the Standard Tele- 
phone Company of Madison,'Wis. It 
is also claimed that the only question 
before the courts was fraud as to the 
issuance of the Berlinger patent. 


A BIG MIMING SUIT. 


Albert Qs Frost has filed a suit 


against Chaancey D. Clark in the 
United States Circuit Court at Chicago 
for $500,000, involving a mining deal. 
Frost claims that aa agent for Clark, 
he negotiated the sale of a large mining 
interest and that his 
commission 


amounted to $150,000. 
.Frost is a 


Chicago mining broker and Clark is a 
resident of Arizona. 


This case will doubtless bring for- 


ward and expose some of the ins and 
outs of placing mining properties on 


' the eastern market or -selling mines to 
eastern or foreign syndicates. There 
have been numbers of instances where 
wild-cat mmeei hare been disposed of 
by brokers and when the buyers have 
tried to develop the property, have 
found themselves badly sold. 
This 


kind of work has been as much of an 
injury to the mining region as any 
other drawback known and 
many 


places are suffeiing the effeots of such 
business nov. In the above suit, how- 
ever, it seems that the broker-was 
made a dupe of and it is not stated 
ho* the purchasers came out. 


THE introduction of prohibition into 


the Popnlistic Banks of Kansas has 
cnused considerable discord. Gover- 
nor Leedy and his police commissoners 
have been severely denounced by the 
temperence wing of the party for not 
enforcing the prohibition liquor law. 


At a big mass meeting Wednesday 


night at Topeka, held by the temper- 
ance people, the Governor took a hand 
at denunciation on his own account and 
asserted that the State temperance as- 
sociation had fallen into the hands of 
agents of railroads and corporations 
and that they were making a political 
weapon of the cause rather than an in- 
strumentality for good. 
The Gover- 


nor's position brought a caustic retort 
from ex-Senator Peffer, who was again 
scored by Annie L. Diggs, a Populist 
leader. 
There was a regular monkey 


and parrott time for a little while and 
the agitation bid? fair to cause a dis- 
ruption in the ranks. 


-, JOHN D. ROOKFELLER has, like many 
other wealthy men of this country, 
tried to immortalize himself by offer- 
ing a donation to the Northern Baptist 
Association of $250,000 to clear the as- 
sociation of debt, providing that a simi- 
lar amount should be raised by July 
1st. This is an old gag among wealthy 
men, 
such propositions always being 


mad e^ with the full knowledge of the 
almost certain impossibility of raising 
a corresponding amount. 
In other 


words rich 
men's 
donations are 


usually made with a flourish of trump- 
ets and with a string attachment so 
that in the event of the conditions of 
the donation being complied with, the 
donation can be palled down. 


Such acts may help a rich man to 


procure a liberal amount of free adver- 
tising on this mundane sphere, but are 
a poor assurance of a cool and com- 
fortable reception in the hereafter. 


IT is believed that Mark Hanna will 


be nominated for United States Sena- 
tor from Ohio, with but little oppo- 
sition. Thirteen counties have held 
conventions and all but two have' en- 
dorsed Banna as their choice. The two 
counties opposing him are small and 
out little figure. The whole program, 
from MoKinley's candidacy for Presi- 
dent, the appointment of John Sher- 
man to the Cabinet and Hanna's subse- 
quent appointment to fill Sherman's 
unexpired term, as a stepping stone to 
the coming senatorial election seems to 
have been perfected in every detail. 


A SECOND island has appeared in 


Moro Bay near San Luis Obispo. 
The other evening the residents were 
startled by another earthquake shook 
accompanied by a loud report. Upon 
investigation, a second island, similar 
to the one which appeared a few days 
ago, but much nearer shore, had come 
to the surface. The last island bears 
evidence of a small sized crater from 
which large quantities of the blackest 
mud can be seen slowly oozing.

May 21.—The Oretanr 


insurgents have received instructions 
from Athens to accept aulonomona 
form of government on < condition that 
the Turkish troops be previously with- 
drawn. 
The insurgents appear to ap- 


prove of this*plan. 


The Mussulmans of Orel", however, 


have telegraphed the Sultan protesting 
at being "placed > in the power of a 
majority which betrayed such hostili- 
ties to Mussalmans by carnage at Sitia 
and the destruction of all Mohamme- 
dan villages," and adding that "auton- 
omy under such circumstances cannot 
fail to perpetuate race wars and only 
briefly postpone a revival of the an- 
nexation question, with_ all its disas- 
trous consequences." 


The situation here is serious. There 


is a revival of excitement among the 
Mussulmans and Christians in conse- 
quence of the departure o f the Greeks. 
Some of theUasbi-Bazouks fired upon 
Admiral Harris, British Commander, 
yesterday afternoon,making his fourth 
escape since he has been in these 
waters. 
Later in the day five shots 


were fired at the French Admiral while 
walking in Suda with his chief of staff. 


Three insurgents, attacked and dis- 


armed a British Lieutenant near Snda. 
In this oastr'the British Admiral sent 
an ultimatum to the insurgents de- 
manding a return of the lieutenant's 
arms within forty-eight hours or action 
would be taken. 
The ultimatum ex- 


pires to-day. 


The British cruiser Cambria has 


been recalled to Suda Bay to be pre- 
pared for eventualities. Brigandage is 
also appearing among the insurgents. 
Two Mussulman children were killed 
yesterday and another sent back for 
ransom. 


MEETING OF THE CAB1N11T. 


The Cuban Question Taken Up and DIs- 


cnsaed. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—The Cabinet 


meeting to-day was interesting because 
the principal subject nnder discussion 
was our relations towards Cuba. The 
action of the Senate yesterday in pass- 
ing the Morgan joint resolution declar- 
ing a state of war in Cuba was regarded 
as a movement that threatened, if 
carried oat, to interfere with the efforts 
of the executive branch of the Govern- 
ment to accomplish something sub- 
stantial for the Cubans. 


The details of the plan President Mc- 


Kmley has in mind have not yet been 
disclosed, in fact, it may be said, they 
are subject to arrangements upon a 
basis of the latest official information 
received 
from 
Cuba, probably Mr. 


Calhoun. 


It was clearly manifested in the 


Cabinet meeting, that the President 
had made up his mind to another for- 
ward step and while up to this time he 
has, 
as he promised in the beginning of 


his administration, confined'his efforts 
largely to protection for American citi- 
zens in Cuba, he now'has come to the 
determination to use his power to stop 
bloodshed in the islands so far as this 
can be 4.ooe without involving the 
United States in war. 


There was some talk respecting the 


application for relief measures in favor 
of American citizens in Cuba. The 
laws decided to delay the informal 
signature 
of the resolution, which 


would not 
necessarily prevent im- 


mediate application for some money to 
feed the people represented as in gteat 
distress, as drafts cannot be received 
before the formalities are completed 
and the'resolution becomes a law.

question which used so much time in 
debate in Congress, but no action was 
taken on the subject.
